II CLAIMS 

Claims 1-30 originally within the parent patent 
application, US Patent Application Serial No. 09/749,074, have 
been canceled without prejudice. 

New claims 31-39 were previously restricted from the 
parent patent application (corresponding to cancelled claims 
35-43 therein) by the Examiner and are presented herein for a 
first examination . 

New claims 40-51 are new claims presented for a first 
time but are believed to correspond to the same search classes 
as that of claims 31-39 as they are also directed towards 
memory control translators.
